In the following year he took part in 
the Sitting Bull campaign in the fron- 
tier war against the Sioux Indians, 
serving in expeditions under the com- 
mands of Generals Terry, Miles, Gib- 
bon and Howard. After the expedi- 
tions he took an active part in the 
disarmaments of the Sioux at Chey- 
enne. 

Colonel Taylor served actively in 
the Spanish-American War, being sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson as chief 
surgeon of the post. He organized 
the 1,000-bed hospital to take care ot | 
wounded and fever-stricken soldiers, 
and at one time the entire post Was 
one great hospital, even the parade 
ground being cluttered with sick-tents. 
Colonel Taylor's only son, a lieutenant 
in the medical corps, contracted tyr- 
phoid fever on his first assignment 
and died at the local army post. 

The aged colonel! had lived in At- 
lanta since 1911, in which year he 
was retired from active service.

his aim when attacking the German 
lines. Perhaps this is the only case 
on record where a state wilfully sac- 
rificed its own nationals and tried to 
destroy the national culture and char- 
acter of the majority of its inhabi- 
tants. 

What must puzzle Americans and 
other strangers in Belgium is the 
fact that the Flemings, ‘ although 
forming a majority, have not remedied 
this grotesque situation and have not 
put a stop to the denationalization 
process. ‘This is due to the fact, how- 
ever, ethat the Flemings torn away 
500 years ago from their northern 
brothers, have successively passed un- 
der foreign domination, Spaniards, 
Austrians and French, and that their 
elite has sought refuge from persecu- 
tion in Holland. By depriving Flan- 
ders of secondary and higher educa- 
tion, the Belgian state has for years 
prevented the formation of a new 
Flemish intellectual elite and saddled 
Flanders with a French administra- 
tion, 

A notable change has set in since 
the war. Instead of continuing to 
beg and struggle for small conces- 
sions in language matters, the Flem- 
ings have entered the political arena. 
This was an important step forward 
in a country where the idea of urban 
democracies flourished for centuries to 
the detriment of a sense of national 


cohesion. 


There is a growing national con- 
sciousness in “landers.

On a Long and Hard Trail. 

My long acquaintance with Booker 
Washington, and frequent conversa- 
tions and correspondence with him, 
gave me a high appreciation of his 
uncommon sanity and conservatism as 
a leader of his race. 

He knew that when he set out upon 
the rude path that he believed would 
broaden as he forged forward toward 
his goal he was on a long and hard 
trail. ~His lofty ideal was to change 
the psychology and objectives of his 
race in their southern habitat. They 
had borne the burdens of personal 
slavery for many generations. They 
were clogged, mentally and spiritually, 
by the ignorance and repressions, ac- 
companying that condition. They had 
been suddenly loosened to the estate 
of freedmen’ and ‘fallen victims, as 
others had done before them and since, 
to the frenzies of freedom. But the 
stern problems of shelter and bread 
and raiment had dissolved most of 
their imaginings and ambitions. 


What Washington Tried to Do. 

It was the strong hope of Booker 
Washington to make the mass of his 
people understand that, in their gen- 
eral condition of ignorance and pov- 
erty, they must avail themselves of 
the opportunities of their environ- 
ment, 

He saw here in the south three 
fields of service that the negroes could 
monopolize and hold as their own 
through the future, if they only were 
willing. 

Agriculture and farm labor was an 
open arena for them, which the south- 
ern whites were anxious for them to 
occupy and into which few other per- 
sons would have been able to intrude. 

Then there was domestic service. 
The southern people have always pre- 
ferred negro servants. And that field 
of employment is more generally occu- 
pied now by negroes than any other. 

Last, was the smaller mechanical 
trades. Into them the negroes might 
have gone in full complement and be- 
come the most favored and unchal- 
lenged class. i F

Coming Slowly to True Light. 

At Richmond, in Virginia, Gover- 
nor Pollard introduced Dr. Moton to 
a fnixed assembly of persons inter- 
ested in the betterment of relations 
between the whites and negroes. 

Dr. Moton made a conservative and 
hopeful address. In it he admitted 
that in the south the negroes are bet- 
ter treated than the British treat 
their colored contingents of popula- 
tion. While there might be better 
provisions in some ways ‘for equal 
travel accommodations, equalized edu- 
cational facilities, and some more hu- 
mane respect for the sensibilities of 
clean and honest, self-respecting col- 
ored citizens, nevertheless, Dr. Moton 
declared that: “The fifteen million 
or more’ negroes in this country are 
the most civilized and.the most pros- 
perous negroes in the world. 

“They have reached this state 
through their contact with Anglo- 
Saxons in America, and, while they 
were brought here against their will 
and have not always been able to 
maintain peace with their white 
brethren, they should be grateful to 
God for this contact.” 

If all* negro leaders and teachers 
would spread those truths generally 
among their people, even better rela- 
tions: between the races would be soon 
forthcoming. ee ee 


A Better Day Will Surely Come. 


Born in the south with negroes all 
about me, knowing them closely as

nish this information to Grice if he 
wants it, 

Grice stated over the telephone 
Wednesday night that he would be 
only too glad to get in touch with 
the adjutant general regarding any in- 
formation which the militia leader 
could give him. - 

“I will request all information 
which General-Parker has, and will 
follow it through,” Grice said. “It 
will be impossible to convene a special 
term of the McIntosh county grand 
jury, I regret to say, but the adjutant 
general will be given every opportu- 
nity to furnish anything which might 
be used as evidence in this case. 

“This information will be investi- 
gated and all evidence laid before the 
McIntosh grand jury when it meets 
in regular term the first week in De- 
cember, I will request.such informa- 
tion as the general states he has with- 
in the next few days.” 

Mr. Grice would not comment on 
charges in Parker's statement that the 
Atlantic circuit solicitor-general only 
sought to ‘‘becloud the issue and mud- 
dy the waters,” other than to state 
that such charges were absurd. 

In one connection the reports of 
Solicitor-General Grice and Colonel 
Oberdorfer differ widely—on the re- 
quest of the Darien civil authorities’ 
reque : for assistance of troops and 
knowledge of their coming. In his 
report the solicitor-general states defi- 
nitely that neither Mayor R. A. 
Young nor the sheriff of McIntosh 
county asked the troops be sent to the 
scene and that neither knew the troops 
were en route from Savannah. 

In his special report the acting ad- 
jutant general gives specific attention 
and detail to telephonic conversations 
between Mayor, Young, of Darien, and 
himself in which, in the first call, 
the mayor requested the governor to 
call out the troops and the second in 
which Colonel Oberdorfer says he in- 
formed Mayor Young and Governor 
Hardman had called out the guards- 
men and that they were at that time 
en route to Darien from Savannah. 
The acting adjutant general, in his 
report, also states that Mafor Young 
informed him that he first had ap- 
wey to Colonel Neal at Savannah and 

ad been referred to Atlanta for the 
orders it was reported he desired. 

Solicitor Grice said in his report 
that the national guard appeared 
to be in charge, and thus in a 
way justified the sheriff in leaving 
them to protect the prisoner, while 
they were in reality not in charge, 
and were really supposed to be under 
the control of some civil officer that 
“they had segmingly failed to locate 
from their arrival at 7:30 o'clock 
u. m., until 10.o0’clock a. m., when 
they found Mayor Young.” Grice said 
further that the mayor told him the 
negro was killed at 9:30 o'clock and 
the officer in charge of the troops re- 
ported to him half an hour later for 
the first time. 

Oberdorfer’s Report. 

Colonel Oberdorfer’s report: states 
that he received a call from Mayor 
Young at 3 a. m. September 8, stat- 
ing that he had applied to Savannah 
national guard officers for help to 
maintain order. Colonel Oberdorfer 
said that at 4 a. m. Young again 
telephoned him and was advised of 
Governor Hardman’s instructions and 
was told to expect the military with 
Colonel Neal in command. : 

In his report, Grice stated, “It is 
impossible to believe that either the 
civil or military officers would have 
thought the prisoner was in’ no dan- 
ver.” Also, he said, “the sheriff, sick 
and with no deputy, did not call on 
the military forces to guard the jail, 
neither did the commander of the 
military department take charge, or 
volunteer his services to the sheriff. 
Why not is something hard to an- 
swer. The seeming dereliction of the 
sheriff may be explained by his 
physical céndition at the time, but 
I know of nothing that can be said 
in behalf of the officer in charge of 
the troops. The sheriff says that the 
officer in charge of the troops never 
at any time reported to him for serv- 
ice, nor offered in any way to help 
him, and he flatly denied a statement 
of the officer in charge of the military 
forces, that he told that officer after 
the negro was locked up that the 
negro ‘would be safe now.’” 

Parker’s Statement. 

General Parker’s statement follows: 

“If Solicitor General Grice is real- 
ly in earnest and wants to know who 
killed the negro, the military depart- 
ment can give him some very definite 
information, Otherwise he had better 
stay off the military department. 

“Two or three people have come to 
Atlanta recently and have told me 
who killed the negro in the jail. If 
the solicitor general will call on us 
we will be able to help him, but he 
has not yet communicated with me. If 
he wants to know, he can easily find 
out. Dragging the military in was 
done in an effort to muddy the water 
and becloud the issues.” 

Mr. Parker pointed out that he was 
not on duty at the time, and has had 
nothing to do with the case, as it was 
in — of the acting adjutant gen- 
eral. 

Report by Grice. 
ie report of § licitor-General Grice 
follows: ; , 

“In pursuance of your instructions 
to investigate discrepancy in the re- 
ports of the alleged lynching of one

Intense Feeling Shown. 


“It is impossible to believe that 
either the civil or military officers 
would have thought that the prisoner 
was in no danger, if reports to the 
effect that at the very time he war 
locked in his cell there were out- 
side in the yard and on the premises 
not less than 100 men, many of them 
ee intense anger and feeling, are 
rue. 


“Yet the sheriff, sick and with no 
deputy, did not call on the military 
forces to guard the jail, neither did 
the commander of the military depart- 
ment take charge, or volunteer his 
Services to the sheriff. + Why not is 
something hard to answer. The seem- 
ing dereliction of the sheriff may be 
explained by. his physical condition at 
the time, but I know of nothing that 
can be said in behalf of the officer 
in charge of the troops. And in this 
connection, I might add that both the 
mayor of the city of Darien, and the 
sheriff of that county told me that 
they did not ask that troops be sent 
there, had nothing to do with them 
being brought there, and did not know 
that they were coming until after 
they were there. The sheriff says 
that the officer in charge of the troops 
never at any time reported to him 
for service, nor offered in any wuy 
to help him, and he flatly denies a 
statement of the officer in charge of 
the military forces, that he told that 
officer after the negro was locked up 
that the negro “would be safe now.” 

“The mayor stated to me that while 
the negro was killed at about 9:30 
o'clock a. m., the officer in charge of 
the troops came and reported to him 
about 10 o'clock a. m., or at least 30 
minutes after the negro was dead, and 
that this was the first report of any 
sort that he had from the military. 

“Divided Responsibility.” 

“In my opinion this killing of the 
prisoner was largely caused by divided 
responsibility. The military appeared 
te be in charge, and thus in a way 
justified the sheriff in leaving them 
to ‘protect the prisoner, while they 
were in reality not in charge, and 
really supposed to be under the con- 
trol of some civil officer, that they 


‘had seemingly failed to locate from 


their arrival of 7:30 o'clock a. m., 
until 10 o'clock a. m., when they 
found Mayor Young. I might add 
that I understand thateafter the. pris- 
oner was killed and his body carried 
away, the military authorities took 
charge and posted a machine gun at 
the head of ‘the stairs at the jail door, 
seemingly to prorent, entrance into a 
jail from whith the ‘prisoner had al- 
ready been killed and taken. I am 
— to explain this childish ges- 
ure. 

“Seemingly the law was not fol- 
lowed in calling out the mili- 
tary forces, that is by a proclamation 
declaring a state of insurrection in 
Darien, as provided for by the law in 
such cases, and it is regrettable that 
the military forces slfould have been 
sent there, without being given the 
authority under which they could act, 
independent of the civil authorities. 

“When considered from every van- 
tage, it would seem that the first 
error was in sending the troops there 
with their hands tied, by giving them 
yo anthority. Then it is apparent 
that the officer in charge certainly 
failed to offer his services to the civil 
authorities, when they needed it most. 
Likewise the civil authorities either 
thinking that the military was in 
charge, or from ‘indifference, did not 
avail themselves of the help that they 
Should have obtained from the mili- 
tary. All of which are errors, which 
in my humble opinion contributed to 
the death of the unfortunate pris- 
oner.
